The 
company, of coarse, quit in despair 
and th* probabilities are will be 
crowded out entirely, for the boring 
boom goes bravely on and the indi 
cations are that the wells that will b 
bored within the next year will fur 
nish water enough to supply twc 
anon cities, with a smalt sized rive 
to apare.

eight railroad tax cases tried as repre

poration in the exercise of its powers o 
otherwise is protested by guarantees o 
the Constitution to the same extent 
the property of individuals. Ths Cour 
also holds that the Central Pacific nn 
Southern Pacific Railroad Coinpnnie 
are not exempt from State taxation, be 
cause employed as agents of the genera 
Government for postal and mihtai 
purposes in the absence of Congres 
sional legislation declaring such exemp 
tion. The opinion was delivered b 
Judge Field, of the Supreme Court o 
the United States. Judge Sawyer ala 
filed an elaborate opinion. The resu 
is that there must be a new asaessmen 
of property before the taxes of the Stat 
oan be collected.

In the San Francisco United States 


Circuit Court has been decided an im- 
portant case, Judge Field delivering the 
opinion, with reference to fares and 
freights on vessels enrolled for coasting 
trade under the laws of Congress. The 
Railroad Commissioners are author- 
ized under the Constitution of California 
to regulate fares and freights on all 
transportation companies in the State 
and were about to regulate such fares 
and freights on certain steamships mak- 
ing -voyages from San Francisco to Ore- 
gon and British Columbia, and to ports 
iu the State on the Pacific Coast south 
of San Francisco. The Court held that 
so far as the vessels werejengaged m 
foreign or inter-State commerce, the; 
were beyond the control of the State o 
its Bailroad 
Commissioners, and a 


vessels going south from San Francisc 
to other ports of the State^navignte th 
Pacific ocean beyond a marine leagn 
from the shore, they paas out of th 
State and come under the control of th 
United States; and in respect to sucl 
voyages and commerce thus carried on 
there is no divided jurisdiction, bu 
that of the United States is exclusive.

Yesterday Judge Boardman rendered 


his decision in the case of Thompson 
vs. Lake, a case involving certain im- 
portant questions in matters pertaining 
te the affairs of the late Beno Savings 
Bank. 
This waa a suit in equity 


brought by Thompson, a creditor of the 
bank, to compel Lake, as a stockholder, 
to pay into Court the amount remaining 
unpaid upon his proportion of the 
capital stock of the bank, and to ac- 
count for all moneys or securities which 
belonged to the bank and was received 
by him after the failure. Lake denied 
any liability on the capital stock, and 
claimed by way of defense, tbat any 
money or securities received was turned 
over to him in good faith by the bank 
authorities, in payment of a debt due 
to him from the bank. The decision ia 
virtually against Lake on every point. 
Lake owned twenty-five shares of the 
capital stock of the bank, of the value 
of $1,000 each. Upon this he had paid 
$7,600, leaving a balance of $1V,500 
unpaid. In substance the decision is 
that he must pay the balance due upon 
the unpaid portion of the capital stock, 
Lake will be compelled to pay into 
Court, and to render an account of all 
securities received by him and turn 
them, or their value in money into 
Court, together with any money he may 
have received, fer the benefit of all tbe 
judgment creditors, Lake among the 
rest. The right to offset the banka's 
claim against Lake with Lake's judg- 
ment against the bank is emphatically 
denied, 
upon 
the 
ground 
that 


Lake, as a 
stockholder and officer 


of the bank, cannot proceed in this way 
to pay himself in full to the detriment 
of other creditors; that he must maKe 
good his individual indebtedness to the 
bank, and than pro rate with other 
creditors in the ability of the bank to 
pay. The peculiar position Lake occu- 
pies in relation to the securities, having 
in fact purchased them from parties, 
creditors of the bank, with whom they 
had been hypothecated, he will not be 
required, under this decision to render 
an accounting or turn them into Court, 
but ia requiied to do BO or forfeit hia 
right to pro rate with other creditors in 
the proceeds of the bank, including the 
$17,500 which, by the decision, he is 
unconditionally required to pay into 
Court. Should tbe judgment be affirmed 
by the Supreme Court, where it will un- 
doubtedly go, Lake will probably pay 
the $17,500 and hold on to his securi-

In Star Canyon, Humboldt county, 
is a large limestone rock containing 
a myriad of these nnkno.wn figures 
and scratches, a photograph of which 
was taken and sent to the Smith so 
nian Institute at Washington, more 
than twenty years ago. 
Near Granite 


Creek, in the northeastern part of 
Humboldt county, there is, perhaps, 
the most wonderful exhibition of 
these strange relics to be found any- 
where on the coast. 
They are out 


deep into huge granite bluffs, and 
the rooks are so very hard that time 
qnd the elements seem not to bave 
defaced any of them in the least. In 
every county in the State, to a greater 
or less extent, the same thing is 
found. 
Whether the characters were 


out in the rock for the purpose of 
conveying some kind of intelligence 
to future generations will probably 
never be known. The present Indian 
race know absolutely nothing of 
them, and the probabilities are they 
simply represent the aimless and uu 
intelligible pastime of the aborigin- 
ees ages ago.
